The report of the senate committee 
showing the bad condition of affairs at 
the southern prison, created something 
of a sensation this morning, and there is 
a possibility that the result of it will be 
the removal of A. J. Howard, the 
warden. 


Senator Barrett, in closing his report 
on the sonthem prison, says: 
^'While 
we did not discover," the report reads, 
anything which we could say was a c 
tually dishonest, we find that in the 
manner of purchase and in the distri- 
buting of supplies and of keeping the 
accounts of the firm are so loose as al- 
most to invite and encourage dishonest 
practices, and to render their certain 
detection impossible by any kind of an 
investigation. 
This system, or rather 
lack of system, has been in vogue fifteen 
years at least." 


The house bill providing for the re- 
moval of county seats seems to point to 
Noble connty. 
The people of Kendall- 
ville are endeavoring to bring about the 
removal of the county seat from Albion 
to KendallvilJe and a delegation is down, 
industriously lobbying for the passage 
of the bill. 
It is claimed by the oppo- 
sition that the bill, were it a law, would 
open the way to vast corruption.

slarple r'8 Weekly AdTiied the Pregident 
to Teto the Wholesale Pension 
Bill—A Word to Honor- 
able Soldiers. 


Harper's Weekly, for years the lead- 
ing republican paper of the nation, in 
an editorial February 12, before the 
president vetoed the dependent pension 
bill, gave him this wholesome advice: 


In the absence of signifiouit party 
policies with which to appeal to the 
oonntry, which is the [legitimate course 
of politics, the two parties in congress 
seem to be resolved to bribe voters by 
payments from the national treasury. 
The easiest and cheapest form of this 
proceeding is that of pensions. The old 
and just principle of a pension is com- 
pensation for disability acquired in the 
public service. The list of pensioners in 
1878 was nearly 240,000 and the amount 
paid was about $29,000,000. 
This was 
fourteen years ago, and the pension list 
should naturally decrease every year. 
But 
the bills to 
which we 
re- 
cently referred would raise the amount 
to be paid for pensions to $100,000,000, 
and this amount to be paid simply for 
disability. 
The TTorW points out that 
this is $15,000,000 more than annual 
coat of the German army, and $10,000- 
OQQ more than that of the British army. 


The logic of,such a course as this is to 
peasion everyb ody who enlisted and his 
Burviving relations. It is a great public 
wrong, and not a just, reasonable, or 
honorable system of pensions. 
It is 
twenty-two years since the war ended, 
and the pension list is much larger than 
ever, and the amount paid is more than 
twice what it was fifteen years ago. Of 
this eucrmous sum more than half un. 
doubtedly is paid to the claim agents 
and middle men, and it is practically 
plunder. If it be asked why the bills 
are not defeated, the reply is that "the 
soldier vote" woulJ be lost by the party 
that should defeat them, and conse- 
quently party lines are never drawn 
upon these assaults upon the treasury. 
The whole system assumes that the sol- 
dier vote is a veual vote and cot a patri- 
otic vote, and it is really an insult to 
every citizen who served in the uuion 
army, and who has honent convictions 
upon questions of public policy. 
Un- 
doubtedly the larger part of the intelli- 
gent soldiers despise the demagoguery of 
this pension legislation as heartily as other 
intelligent citizens. 
They know per- 
fectly well that this country is not un- 
grateful to those who served her cause 
in the hour of need, and know equally 
well that demagogues of every degree 
are always eager to trade upon that grat- 
itude. 


A vigorous veto of such legislation 
would be a signal public service. 
In 
his veto of special individual pension 
bills last year the president showed his 
careful attention to the subject, and in 
one of them he made a manly and hon- 
orable statement of the feeling of the 
country in regard to the soldiers. Should 
he adhere to the sound principle of mili- 
tary pensions, and state plainly to the 
country the statistics of the pension 
bureau and the cost of abandoning that 
principle, he would be sustained by the 
most patriotic and intelligent approval 
of the country. 


Borrowing $60,000. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 16.—The state of- 
ficers whose duty it is to prepare and 
sign the bonds for loans that may be 
made for the benefit of the general fund 
from the state university fund, held a 
consultation to day. 
The governor ap- 
proved of the auditor's recommendation, 
and it is decided to make the loan in ac- 
cordance with the law passed two years 
ago. 
The university fund amounts to 
$60,000, and a bond will this afternoon 
be executed by the governor and treas- 
urer to the fund, and the amount named 
will be transferred to the general fund. 
The loan comes timely. 
The general 
fund is drawn down to $7,000 and the 
outstanding claims will more than ab- 
sorb three times the amount.

colored politician of some note, and in 
the melee the latter was killed. • The 
quarrel had its oiigin over a political 
controversy. If Plew ever kept saloon 
in this city the fact is not recalled at the 
present time.

iHDiANAPOiiiB, Feb. 16.— Everything 


here is devoted to the investigation of 
the state insane aiylom and the prison 
•outtf. • A committee went up to the 
prison north yesterday and fiieir report 
ia looked for with interest. 


The report of the senate committee 


showing tbe bad condition of affaire at 
the aoutheni prison, created something 
of a sensation this morning, and there is 
a poasibility that the result ol it will bo 
the removal of A. J. Howard, the 
warden. 


Senator Barrett, in closing his report 


on the southern prison, uaya: 
'•While 


we did not discover," tho report reads, 
"anything whioh wo could say was ac- 
tually dishonest, we find that in the 
manner of purchase and in the distri- 
buting of supplies and of keeping the 
accounts of the firm are so loose an al- 
most to invite and encourage dishonest 
practices, and to render their certain 
detection impossible by any kind of an 
investigation. 
Thin syitem, or rather 


lack of system, has been in vogne fifteen 
years at least." 


The house bill providing for the re- 


moral of county seats seema to point to 
Noble oonnty. The people of Kondall- 
Tille are endeavoring to bring abont the 
removal of the county neat from Albion 
to Kendallville and a delegation is down, 
industriously lobbying for the passage 
of the bill. It ia.olaimfidby tho oppo- 
sition that the bill, were it a law. would 
open the way to vaat oorrnption. 
It 


provides that a oonnty seat may be re- 
moved if fifty-five per cent, of the pop- 
ulation of the county petition for tbe re- 
moval.. The present per cent, in seventy. 
It further provides that In citfiB a county 
Beat ii removed the improvement at the 
old county (eat ahull be paid for at tho 
appraised value, und that an additional 
fifty per cent, us tin indemnity shall he 
paid. 


The court of appeals billn introduced 


by Mr. Jewitt yentorday, provides for 
three distr iatn, of three judges each, 
who are* to hold court in the various 
counties at least oiice a year, having 
jurisdiction over oaica involving lees 
thnn $500, and appeals from justices aiid 
misdemeanors. They ore to be paid an 
annual oalary of 83,500, and a twenty 
dollar docket fee is to bo charged, whioh 
ho thinks 'will meet the expenses of the 
court. Appeals to this court are to be 
mado merely by giving notice, and Mr. 
Jewitt claims that this will do away with 
long and expansive tranEoripts and oth- 
or heavy costs incident to HU established 
"plant," of a court, as the officers of the 
circuit court are to An nearly all the 
work for this. 


Mr. Pleasont's bill, providing for a 


state series of teit books, was reported 
buck by the committee, the majority 
recommending its indefinite postpone- 
ment and the minority its passage, with 
certain amendments.
